Che mother of thys 
emperoure was called Domictade , as 
Cine hiſtoꝛien recounteth in his bokes 
of the lignages of Rome. The Canitles 
were perſonnes in that tyme greatelve 
eſtemed, becauſe they were accampted 
to be deſcended ol Tamille the famous & 
auncient capitapne Romavne , whiche 
deliuered Rome from the Gaulles, that 
hadde wonne it. The men that deſcen⸗ 
ded of that lygnage were called Camil- 
li łoꝛ the remembzaiice of Camille, and 
the women were likewiſe called Camil 
les, in the remembꝛaunce of a doughter 
of the ſayde Camille, that was called

Aurely Emperour , we fpnde not in the 
Auncient biffoztes, and pet it hath bene 
diligently ſerched foz . The auncie Rv- 
mapn bplkoztens were not accuſtomed 
to w2ite the lyues of the Emperours fa 
thers, namelye whan they be made mo- 
narches, but the merites c graces that 
their chyldꝛen had, as foꝛ the auctoʒites 
that they had inheritynge their fathers. 
Trouth it is, as ſaieth Julius Capito⸗ 
lin, the father of Marke Aurelpe the em- 
perour, had bene pꝛetour in exerciſes, 
and capitapne in the frontiers, in the 
eof Traian the good, and Adziane 
e wiſe, and Antony the meke Empe⸗ 
rours. This is confp2med by that che 
ſame Parc Aurely w2ot(beynge at No⸗ 
des) to a frend of his called Polion, that 
was at Rome, ſaying thus:Pany thyn 
ges haue J felt and knowen frende Po 
ion, by the abſence of Kome,namely of 
that J ſee my ſelle here alone in this ile, 
but as bertue maketh a ſtraungermatu 
rall, and vyce tourneth all natur all to 
a ſtraunger:and asX haue bene.x.peres 
bere at Kodes to reade Philoſophie, J 
thereby repute my ſelfe as naturall of 
this lãde, and that hath cauſed me to foz- 
get the plealures of Rome, and it — 
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lerned me the maners ofthe ple. And 
cre haue found many of my fathers 
edes,Yere was caplitaine ag ainſt the 
Barbariẽs, to my {ozde Adzian, Antony 
my father in law, the ſpace of.xv.yeares 
J lette the to witte, that the Rodian;peo- 
ple are curteis, t full of good graces . J 
wold haue reade philoſophie as long as 
mp father had bene, at Rodes in warre, 
but A map not:fo2 Adzian my 192d com 
maundeth me to go and kepe reſidence 
at Rome, howe be tt enery man reiop⸗ 
ſeth to (ee his naturall countrev. 
Do by the wozdes of this litter it is 
to be beleued, that Anto Nero, father to 
this emperour Parke, had applied the 
moſte parte of his life iu warre. It was 
not the cuſt ome lyghtlie to truſte a per- 
ſonne, to haue the offpce of a goucrnour 
on the frontiers, withoute he had bene 
wellexerciſed in the feates of warre. 
And as all the glozic of the Romapnes, 
was to leauc after them good renowme 
the ſapde Parke certapnelpe was taken 
fo2 the mooſte vertuous, and had grea- 
teſt frendes in the Senate, whereby he 
truſted on the conqueſte of the mooſte 
cruell enemies, accoꝛdynge as the ſapde 
Sexto Cheronenſe hiſtozien ſaieth. 


The 
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Che Romatnes all thoughe they had in 
they: handes moaſte perilons warres, 
vet they had in foure partes ofthe Em⸗ 
pire ſtronge and entire garriſons. That 
is to ſay, in 1Btzance,the which ts nowe 
Conſtantinople, by reaſon of the of the 
diente. And Engades, the whiche now 
is called Calix a citee of Spapne , foz 
lone of them of the weſte: Jn the ryuer

Bycauſle ot the Barbariens In the kas 
lendes of Januarie,whan the ſenate de⸗ 
uided the offices. bepng pourueved of a 
dictatour and of two conſules pearely, 
Incontinẽt in the thirde place they pꝛo⸗ 
uided foꝛ foure moſte excellent barons 
to defeird the ſaid ſoure Frotiers ; The 
whiche lezacth to be true, koꝛ the moſt fa 
mouſe and renowmed barons in they: 
pong dapes were capit aines in the ſaid 
do : the greate Pompeius was 
to the Byzances Conſtantinople: 
The wozthye Scipio was ſente to the 
Colloſſences , and Rodians : And the 
couragious Julius Ceſar , was ſente 
tothe Gaditapnes of Caltr, of Spaine: 
And the ſtronge eſtemed Parcus _ 
en 
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ſent to of the ryuer of Rpne. Thys 
we — Anio Uero father 


to arc Aurelie Emperoure, had bene 
pꝛouoſt and pzetour tn the offices, and 
one of the capitapnes of the Frontiers, 
whiche ought to be in Rome one of the 
perſones mokf eſtemed. | 


CUhat maiſters Parke Aurely 
had is his youth. cap.it. 


Ur haue not by any autentike hi⸗ 
\ / — —.— whens, wha,o2 howe, 
in what maner, oꝛ in what cxerct 
ſes, oꝛ with what perlõ s, oꝛ in what lãd 
was ſpente and columed the molt parte 
of the life of this good emperout. But to 
be ſhozte. Julius Capitoline ſateth, that 
he had bene. xxili.yeare vader the com⸗ 
maundement of Adꝛian the Emperour. 
Howe be it contrary wiſe is tounde by 
other hiſfoziens, accoꝛdynge as ſapeth 
Sexto Cheronenſe in hys hiſtoꝛpe . It 
was not the cuſtome of the Romaynes 
croniclers,to wite the thinges done by 
thele pꝛinces befoze they were pꝛynces, 
but onelp of pong people, being in their 
yong age, hauing great and highe ma⸗ 
gniticzce,and doinge great enterpꝛiſes. 
This 
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This ſemeth to be of trouthe, fo2 Dne- 
ton Tranquil reconnteth largelpe the 
fearefull dedes and enter pꝛiſes done by 
Caius Jul.Ceſar in his pounge age, to 
ſhewe the pꝛinces to come, howe it was 
à greate ambicion, that they hadde to at⸗ 
tayne to the monarchp, and but of (mal 
wytte and naturptiee to kepe them ſelle 
therein. It is no newe thinge, that men 
gape fo: highe and fraile thynges. And 
the maze hig her p magnificence is, the 
moꝛe lower they fele foztune. And whi 
they were diligent to accomplyſhe thelt 
deſpꝛe, as much thought had they to c6- 
ſerue their quietneſle and reſte. In caſe 
than that Anto Uero , father to Parke 
the Emperour, folowed the exercpſe of 
wirres, yet he put his ſonne inthe way 
to learne ſcience. Foꝛ there was a lawe 
loʒe vſed and accuſtomed, and well kept 
in the Ro mapne policie, that euerp cite⸗ 
ſins ſonne, that enioped the lybertpe of 
Rome, and had accomplypſched. x. peares 
ſhuld not be ſuffered to go by the ſtretes 
as bagabundes. No: it ſhould not be ſuf 
fered by the Cenlure, whoo gouerned 
Nome, and daply toke hede to the foztat 
tes done therin, to ſuffre a childe no len⸗ 
ger than-r.yeres of his age to plays! yy 
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childe. But fro thenſe koꝛthe the father 
of the childe ſhould be bold to nouriſhe 
ym oute of the circuite of Rome, oz to 
lap a — hey bis ſonne ſhould do no 
foltes. Whan Rome triumphed,and by 
their policie gouerned all the wozlde , if 
was certainly a merneplons and mon⸗ 
ſtrous thinge to ſe it than, and no leſſe 
fearefnll vnto vs nowe to heare therof. 
There was at that tyme in Rome. fit. 
hundꝛed thouſand inhabitaũtes among 
whom there was. i. hundꝛed. P. ponge 
—— refrained and b2idled 
om their ponge pleaſures. The ſon of 
Cato was chaſtiled,bicanſe he was wil 
full and pꝛe ſüptuous. And alſo the bꝛo⸗ 
ther of good Cyna was banyſſhed , bp- 
canſe he wente vdelly as a bacabunde. 
Wythoute that Cicero begpleth vs in 
bys bookes of che Komayne lawes, no 
Kom aine ought to ſtrate abꝛode in the 
ſtreetes of Rome, bat pf he bare in his 
hande the ſpgne oz token of the offpce, 
wherby heltned. To thentẽt that enerp - 
man ſhould knowe,thar he lpned bp his 
trauaile, and not by the ſweare of other 
men. Chis lawe was kept of euerp per⸗ 
ſonne. The emperour had bozne befoze 
im a bzenning bzande:The conſull an 
are 
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are of armes, the pꝛieſtis haue in maner 
of a cope, the Senatours a tongue in 
maner of a cruũble on their armes, the 
Cenſure a lytell table, the Tribunes a 
mate, the Centurtons a ſigne 02 baner, 
the oꝛatours a booke, the gladiatours a 
ſwerde, the tayllours ſheres, þ fmythes 
a hammer, x in likewlſe of all the other 
offpces and crattes. Me map know thi 
by this that is ſaide , that after y Parke 
Aurely was boꝛne at Rome, his father 
in his pouth had taught him good nur⸗ 
ture. And though ft ſo were, that the be⸗ 
apnnyng of his ponge age ſhould be hid 
fro vs:at the leaſt we are certayne, that 
the myddie age + ende of him was right 
glozious. His father Anio Uero woulde 
that his ſonne Parcus Aurelius ſhould 
leaue feates of armes, and folow ſtudp. 
And ſurelpe it is to be thoughte, that it 
was done moze fo2 thevaliantnes of the 
father, than the cowardnes of the ſone, 
ercept the dedes of them that be deedbe- 
gyle vs that be aipue,and the cauſe iud⸗ 
ged by clere vnderſtandynge, and that 
we fpnde mo ſentences cf diuers ſadde 
perſones, that there hath bene, but fewe 
that bene loſt by wzitinges a learnpne, 


pe and a greate meinp fewer that — 
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— aduauntage by armes. Neuolue all 
dokes, and ſerche thꝛough all realmes, 
and finally they ſhew vs, that veray few 
in they? realmes, haue bene happpe in 
armes, but there haue bene manye fas 
mous aud renowmed by ſcripture ler 
ning, Take here example, and ſc if it be 
true 02 not that J ſape. Had the Allirtes 
mo than one kynge, that was Pin? one 
Lig urge amonge the Lacedemontans, 
the Egiptiens one Ptholome , the He⸗ 
b:zewes one Pachabee , the Grekes one 
Hercules, the Pacedontens one Alexan 
der, the Epyꝛotiens, one Ppꝛhe, one Ya 
nibal the Carthaginens, and one Jult? 
Ceaſar amonge the Romaines : It is 
not thus of learned men: foꝛ yf the Gre⸗ 
kes vaũteth theim of the. vii. lages, who 
we beleue moꝛe in their phileſophy, (I 
Homer in the warres of Trop. 
— as difficile it is to fynde a trouth in 
omere, as a lie in theſe ſages.Sembla 
bly the Romaines had not onelp Cicero 
as right eloquent, but alſo they had Sa 
luſte, Lucan, Titus Linius, wyth a 
great companye of noble men, and well 
appꝛoued, who haue lefte ryghte greate 
credence in their ſcriptures in y ſapinge 
of trouth. Mhat loſte Cicero in the De- 
nare 
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nate foz bſyng of inuectiues: And as we 
ſap of ſo ſmall a nombze of Grekes and 
Latincs,we mape (ave of the Alſiriens, 
Peritans,Pedes, Argyucs,, Acarens, 
Jentens, Frenchemen, 152itons , En⸗ 
gliſhmen, t Spanicardes. Alt the which 
nacions wythonte compariſon haue of 
them ſelfe left moꝛe memoꝛie, and haue 
honoured they; landes and countrepes 
moꝛe by witynge, than they that baue 
lefte ſygnes by armes. Thi let vs leaue 
theſe ſtraüge hiſtozies, and retour ne to 
the pithe ol our Emperour Marcus An 
relius, as Eutrope recounteth. Accozs 
dyng as this excellent baron learned di⸗ 
ners ſeientes, ſo he had diuers maiſters 
to teche him. Be ſtudied grammer with 
a maiſter named Euphoꝛion, muſicke 
with an other named Gemtno Comode 
cleguenct with Alexander a Grteke, in 
nuturall philoſophy he had to his may 
gers Comode Calcedonien, an aunciet 
baron, which erpouded to bim Homer: 
and Serto Cheronenſe neutw to the 
great Plutarke. Allo he ſtudſed in the 
lawes, æ Uoluſio Mectano was his mat 
ſfer. This Emperour eſtemed to haue 
the knowlage of painting, and to graue 
in wodde and mettall, in earthe, _ 
cu 
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fenlptures , in whiche arte his mayſfer 
was Diogenito, in his tyme a famouſe 
and renowmed paynter. trauapled 
alſo to knowe, and ſerche what extended 
to the acte of Richꝛomãcv. By occaſpon 
whereof he wente openly to here Apolo⸗ 
mo. And to the intent that there ſhuld be 
nothyng vnlearned ol hym, he aboue all 
ſciences ſette his mynde to Coſmogra⸗ 
—.— — A = — — , 1 
fore Zunio co, thàt wzyte 
inte, and Cina Catule, the whiche woe 
ol his death, and the lyfe of Comode his 
ſonne. Ok theſe noble and excellent ba⸗ 
rons, that᷑ flouriſhed in thoſe dapes, he 
was taught in vertues and ſciences. 
Cicero lamenteth the ancient policie of 
Rome, bycauſe that he ſawe great loſſe 
in the cõmen wealth tha pꝛeſent, ſaying 
in hys Nhetozik, that the auncient Ros 
mames had al way regard to that parte, 
where they thought moſt damage 4 pe⸗ 
rili ſhoulde growe, There were. d. thin⸗ 
— amg al other in Rome, wheronto 

het had euer a vigilãt reſpect, whiche 
the Senate neded not to care foꝛ, noꝛ no 
lawe diſpended foz them: and theſe bene 
thep,the pꝛieſtes were honeſt, 1 the vir ; 
gins Ueſtales 8 ꝛthe 2 
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ties right inſte, the capitaines full ba» 
liant: Thepthat taughte yonge childzeen 
were vertuous. It was not permitted in 
Rome, that he that was a maiſter in ſei⸗ 
ences, ſhoulde dr diſcipline of vyces. 


CUhat ſcifces Parcus the emperour 
lerned. And ol à maruaplous letter 
that he ſent to Polion.cap.iii. 


F Bilolfrate ſateth , that 1t 
b/ 3 was demaunded of Poli⸗ 


Hon, who was þ richeſt ma 
F oeltde wozld:Ye aunlwe⸗ 
red, it was he p had moſf 
== wtiedom. He was demaũ 


ded againe, who was molt poꝛe: e aun 
ſwered, he that had leaſte wpite. Ok 
trouth it was a woꝛthy ſentence of ſuch 
a perſone.Cheettect therof, we ſe-daply 
by experience, the wyſe llydynge in dy⸗ 
uers chaunces of foztune, reueleth lm 
ſeife. The bnwpttpe perſonne in berxe 
(mall thynges touchynge hys lyuynge, 
not greatipe decayed, falleth downe. 
There is nothinge that is ſo loſte, but 
that there is hope of recoueryng, il it ve 
inthe handes of a wiſe man. And con! 
trarv wiſe, there is nothinge ſo _— 
8 F $8 u 
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but the reconerance thercof ought tobe 
feared, it᷑ a fole haue the giidyng ihcrof 
It was ared of Xenophon the philoſo⸗ 
pher, whether he had rather to be foliſh 
and a great loꝛde, oꝛ to be wiſe and poze, 
He aniwered and ſaied, J haue pitie of 
à riche foole, and J haue enupe of a wiſe 
man waren pooꝛe. Foz via wyſe man 
haue but one foote, yet will he ryſe and 
kepe him lelfe from fallyng: and pf you 
eue an abbay to a foole, iſ bi foꝛtune he 
kalle he will neuer relene agayne. Ye 
| mape thpnke that the father that dieth, 
and leaueth his ſonne pooze and wyſe, 
that ge leaueth to hym muche : And he 
that leaueth bps ſonne ryche and foo⸗ 
lyſhe, J thynke he hathe lefte hym no. 
thinge. Theſe thinges conſidered, Anvo 
Vero, kather of the Emperoure, as a tas 
ther that loued his ſonne hertelpe, was 
not contonte, to delpuer one mayſter to 
hps ſonne, to make hym vertuouſe 
and to learne one ſcience, wherewpth 
he myghte occuppe his vnderſtandyng, 
but he gaue him manye maiſters, that 
rt fkrained hym frome vyces, and com⸗ 
maunded „ that he ſhoulde learne mas 
nye ſciences, to thentent that he ſhoulde 
be the moze bililie exerciſed. Whan and 
C.ii. how 
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how muche he trauapled to learne, and 
what ſcyences, and wpth whome, and 
with what will he learned, and what he 
knewe, he wꝛote hym ſelfe beynge at A- 
grippine, now called Coleine, to a frede 
of his named 3 it foloweth. 
C. Frende Polton , thou maruapleſke, 
why that J leaue notte to learne newe 
thynges at the ende of mp dapes. He 
that hath but one meate to eate, and can 
not eate thcrof, he leaneth it, and parad⸗ 
uenture it was holſome foꝛ him, and ca 
teth other thinges that he ſceth, whiche 
map be hurtefull co hym. Jt is a greate 
magnificence to a man, to haue dpuers 
ſoꝛtes of meates, fo2 pf he haue no luſte 
to one that is good foꝛ bim, he map take 
ok an other that is better. He that is wile 
maye vnderffande me wpthoute anpe 
. more declarynge.As in all artes, a man 
ts content at the laſte, ſo at the laſte, be 
they neuer ſo ſwete,they turne to a we- 
ryneſſe. Ye that knoweth but one ſcy⸗ 
ence, tbough he be wyle, yet he renneth 
in greate daunger. Foz beyng annoped 
ther with, be wpll occupte hys lyfe in o⸗ 
ther hurtekull thynges. The noble and 
wozthy perſonnes, that dyd caſte ſlouth 
awape from them, haue lefte of them - 
terna 
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ternaly memoꝛp, not wyllyng to learne 
alonelp one ſcience, to attempze their vn 
derſtanding with, but alſo trauapled, to 
lerne diuers other, wherwith they ſhar⸗ 
pened their wittes, to thentent that they 
thuld not be dulled and made blonte. In 
al natural thinges, nature is with right 
lyttle content, but the ſpirite and vnder⸗ 
ndynge is not ſatiſtped wpth manpe 
thinges. And ſpth the bnderFandyng is 
of ſuch condicion, that it is loſt by liber 
tv, and is lyghtly encobzed, with ſubtil⸗ 
tee it perſeth, with quicknes it knoweth 
and with igaozance it waſteth, it is ne⸗ 
ceſſarte,by time to remount to very hie 
thinges, leſt it bowe to low and ill thyn 
ges. All coꝛpoꝛall domages, that chauce 
to moꝛtal men, are by medicines healed 
oz by reaſon remedyed , oꝛ by length of 
tyme cured, oꝛ els by deathe ended. Che 
onely vnderſtandinge, which is duſked 
in errours and depꝛaued in malices,ca 
not be healed by medicines , 102 redꝛeſ 
ſed by reaſon. noꝛ holpe by counſel. Lhe 
auncient Phploſophers , in the lapde 
bappye golden woꝛlde, and golden age, 
did not al only lerne one thyng, wher by 
they mighte ſuſteyne theyꝛ lpfe,and en⸗ 
treaſe good kame. But thep trauailed, 

Ut, to 
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to knowe all that was to bee knowen» 
and pet ener ſonght to knewe moze, 

In the. |trv. of the Ollmptade, as 
dpuers perſonnes were aiſembled in the 
hygh mount aine of Dlymptus, to cele⸗ 
bꝛate the plates, bv foꝛtune thither came 
a philoſopher of Thebes, whiche hadde 
made ai that cuer he bought with bim 
He made his ſhewes, hvs coote, ⁊ owed 
his cherte, and had witten his bookes, 
and ſo of all other thinges. Thep that 
were there allembled, were abaſhed,and 
meruapled greatlpe, that one man colde 
do it. He was dyuers times aſked, where 
he learned ſo many thinges. And he an⸗ 
ſwcred and ſaid. The ſlouth of ma is the 
cauſe, y one arte is deuided into diuers 
artes. Foz he that knowety all artes to⸗ 
gyther, muſte nedes knowe one alone. 
This philoſopher anſwered highly, and 
ſurely they that hearde hym, oughte to 
hane bene as greatelye aſhamedof bys 
wozdes as the Philoſopher was of tte 
bapnegloꝛie of his apparell. Let cuery 
man remembꝛe him lelfe, and let noma 
blame the ſhoꝛtnes ofthe tyme, no: we⸗ 
keneſſe of oure nature. Foz there is no⸗ 
thynge ſo harde, but it is made ſofte:no2 
ſo hig he, but it mape be taught:noꝛ kopt 
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ſo clooſe, but it — be ſene: noꝛ ſo ſub⸗ 
tile, but it map be felte: noz ſo darke, but 
it map be lyghtned: noz ſo pzofound, but 
it mape be dyſconered; noꝛ ſo dyſſeuered 
but it mape be gathered togyther:noꝛ ſo 
loſte, but it mape be founde: noz ſo im⸗ 
poſſoble, but it map be cõcerueo, vt with 
al our hertes, we occupy our powers in 
good excerſiſes, and apply our vnderſta- 
dynge in hyghe thynges. J denp net, bat 
oure nature is lyttell wozthe ; But J 
knowe well, that leſſe woꝛthe is oure 
flouthfulnes,J wold demaunde of cupll 
men, the whiche pꝛay vs to be good, and 
areth counſell of vs, foꝛ thep2 ſenſualiy- 
tee,ſaying,that they be weeke and kraple 
althoughe they haue vnderitandinge to 
inuent euils, and hauc ſtrength tnough 
to put theim in effecte, and to perſeuer 
therein, they neuer lacke conſtaunce. 
Che caule is, we call it naturali, foꝛ to 
do and commpt vpces and miſeries, and 
flouthe in vertue, we call ſtraunge and 
weake, bycauſe ot the woꝛlies. 

CLette no man blame oure nature, (02 
bepnge weake and faint noꝛ lap ag aint 
the Ooddes, that they be cruell: foꝛ we 
haue no leſle ablenes to dooe well, then 


redynes to dode euyll. Lette no: e ſape, 3 
C. uit. wold 
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woulde, and J can not withdzawe me 
from vice. It is better lated, J maye,but 
J wyll not folowe vertue. J will not de⸗ 
ame ſiraunge realmes, but J wil ſpeke 
of vs, that be latynes, and bp them ſhall 
be ſene, hawe they haue ben full of ma⸗ 
lyce, and that theft might haue done wel.

tilina inuented ag ainſt his countrep. 
Che bloude, that was ſhed fo2 the cauſs 
of Pompeie, in the campe of Pharaſale: 
And the great thefte, that Julius Ceſar 
made ofthe treaſo2 : the cruelties, that 
Nero did to his mother: the ſhames that 
Caligula committed with his ſyſter:the 
treaſon that Bꝛutus dyd to his Father: 
Gaius : the ſhꝛewednes x cruelties, that 
Domician dpd to the virgins Ueſtales: 
the treaſons thatàulius Patroclus vſed 
witg the Silictens and Sicultans: the 
frapes and murders , that Ulpio the ma 
riner made in the temples and churches 
of campaine.J would knowe of ſuch, as 
J haue reherſed, and dpuers other, that 
I ſpeake not of, that applied theim to ſo 
many ſhzewed tournes „ who 1 
| eim 
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theym. (It they had woulde) to haue ap⸗ 
plied them ſelle to do other good dedes? 
All this J haue ſaid my frende Polion, 
to anſwere, to that ye haue demaunded 
of me; That is, in what ſctences J haue 
waſted 4 conſumed my time. Mherfoꝛe 
it pleaſcth me, to tell it to the. Anio Ue⸗ 
ro my father, ſuffe red me but eight pere 
in mp chyldehode: and than tpil J was 
ten yeare of age, I wente to ſcoole foꝛ to 
wꝛite and rede, and fro. x. peare to.xiti. J 
went to ſtudie with Eufozmion, and ler 
ned grammer: Fro. xtii.pere to. xbii. J 
learned eloquence, with Alexander the 
Greke, a famous oꝛatour:fro that tyme 
to.xxii.peare, J was with Sexto Calce⸗ 
do, lerning naturall philoſopbpe. Thoſe 
peres palled, J was at Nhodes and ſtu⸗ 
died humanitee,tpll F was. xxxii. peare 
of age . And than J wente to Naples, 
where as I was thzee pere withFloton 
a Grecke,learning greke letters. And J 
put mp good will ſo much therto, that J 
ſpake, and w2ote greeke moze eaſily tha 
latine. Tha JF returned to Rome, where 
the warre of Dace aroſe, to the whyche 
Adꝛian my loꝛde ſente me: And becauſe 
that in armes. and in tyme ok warre, J 
could carp no bookes of ſcience, 3 _ 
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mined me, to lerne the ſcience of muſike 
with Hieronime Commode, to thentent 
that J mpght with ſwetenes of Inſtru⸗ 
mentes, reſtrayne my body fro certapne 
vices, which as than in mp houſe began 
to take fo2ce. All the reſt of my lyfe, t 
knowelt, it hath ben in bearpng of offp- 
ces in Rome, vnto the time þ the weight 
ofthe monarchy was laide on my ſhoul⸗ 
ders. itherto the emperour ſpake, 
C Than. by this letter wzytten to 


hys 
freende, it ſemeth well, that without 
ſlouth he paſſed his tyme. It is reaſon 


to beleue it holly, in that he hath ſapde, 
Foz ſo exceilent woꝛkes, that he made, 
t ſo hygh ſentences, as he wꝛote myght 
not pꝛocede, but ot a pꝛudent man, and 
a verp wile ſpirite. 


How foꝛ the wiſedome of arcus 
many wile men floꝛiſſhed in his 
tyme. capitulo iii. 
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e but a white, foz all other 
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M doeth beholde : ſoo we ſee 
buy ſexperpence, that 2 
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vnto a pꝛinte is inclyned, the people tra⸗ 
uaplynge to folowe the ſame, haue not 
the dyſcretion, to eſchewe the euyll, and 


folowe the good. Certapnly they mule 


no leſſe vpon a coũter feite foule made of 
fethers tha thoughe it were of ficlh x pet 
at the fyꝛſt flight, it leeſeth the lybertee, 


and yer his hunger is not thereby quen⸗ 


ched. Mhor bp all the winges of liber⸗ 
tee are tourned to pepne ot ſeruage. It 
is à great effence, and an immoꝛtall in⸗ 
fampe, to à pꝛynce, that in the ſtede of 
gyuyng his hande of good lyuing, to re⸗ 
lyeue other, caſteth backe ward his fote 
ot euyll crample, wherby all other ouer⸗ 
thꝛowe. Than without comparyſon, 
grraiter is the wpckednefle of the peo⸗ 
ple, than the negligence of the pꝛynce 

Fo02 if one lpueth pil, and an other folo⸗ 
weth hpnr;itis no merualle:ant though 
there be but fewe , thai folowe him, it 
is no newe thinge. Noꝛ in caſe, that ma⸗ 
ny folow hym. it is no fearefull thynge, 
but all the hole to fole wee him, is a great 
ſclaunder. It the people were ſuche, as 
they ought to be, one huld rather turne 
from pil to good foz many, than that 
many foz one ſhoulde tourne from good 
to ll. Certainely euerv man _— 

tha 
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that thongh we be bounde to folowe the 
commaundementes of our pꝛin⸗ 

ces, pet we be not bound to folowe their 
yll uuing. Mhat ſhall we ſape than, ſe⸗ 
png that nowe a dates the delutes ol me 
are of ſo great pꝛice, and the vygoure of 
—— empire are in ſo pooꝛe anon 
without ſhame, ſome diſpꝛatſe their 

iuſt commaundementes, x folowe their 
euill woꝛkes. O, yt the pꝛinces had ſuch 
noumbze of good folke, that would ful- 
fil their coammaundement, as thei haue 
great numbꝛe of wꝛetches that folowe 
their doinges. Jſweare that there ſhuld 
by no neede of any pꝛiſon foꝛ myldoers, 
92 carcans foz blaſphemers, chaines foz 
ſtaues, noz headdinge blockes foz craps 
tours, noꝛ knpues fo; aduouterers, noꝛ 
galowes fo: theues.J will geue pou exa 
ple of al this, wher by pe ſhall ſee, y it is 
true, that J ſay. It the kpng be inclyned 
to hunte, all will be hunters , yk he be 4 
player, all will plave, vf he vie armes. 
all wpil tournep, vk he be an aduoutrer, 
other wyll vſe the ſame, if he be fperce, 
other will be fperce, pf he be vertuoule, 
other will be vertuous and valiant, if he 
be temperate and moderate, all wpll ab⸗ 
ſtepne:pt᷑ he be hardpe, all will be 1 5 
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e be pptifull, all wyll baue pitpe, 
* gr wyll learne. And to 
entent, that we blame not all onely 
pꝛynces of dure dapes, let vs call to mes 
moꝛie, the pꝛynces of tyme paſte. Who 
that hath redde Sextus Cheronenſe, in 
bis booke called the dyuers inclinatiss, 
that pꝛinces haue had, ſhall fynde that 
Romulus, foundatour of Rome, honoe 
red greatlpe grauers in lone } Numa 
JO his ſuccefſour henozed pꝛie⸗ 

es: Paulus Emulus, mariners:Cat® 
Ceſar, goldeſmithes: Scipio the capita 
nes: Auguſtus Octauius, tennes plap⸗ 
txs, C alligula, xuffiens: Tiberius, bau⸗ 
des:crnel Nero, ſwoꝛd platers:Claydt® 
wziters. Sctlla,armonrers : Marius, 
his compaignion, grauers ot Images, 
Valpaſian, good painters: Titus his el- 
deft ſonne, minſtrelles: Domician pys 
mighti bꝛother, croſſebowmakers. And 
aboue all other oure Parcus Aurelius 
emperoꝛ, wiſe men. The diners inclina 
cyons,that pꝛynces had in dyuers thin- 
ges, hath made to vary the fauonre ano 
diſfauour of manye pꝛinces wyth their 
— nome as the cõmon people regars 
deth moze fauoꝛ, than iuſtice, ſuche offt- 
cers are molt fauoured, to who — 

orye 
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doeth mooſt incline. All this we (aye, to 
ſhewe, howe that in the tyme of thys 
good emperour, wiſe men wer fauozed, 
If the hyſtoꝛyans do not lye, ſith y time 
of Pecena, the Romaine ( whiche was 
muche moꝛe happie to haue wile men to 
his krendes, that to inuent newe maner 
of meates and bankettes) onto this Par 
cus Aurelius, baue paſſed. pvii, Empe⸗ 
roꝛs, which wer Julius, Octauius, Ti⸗ 
berius, Caligula, Claudius, Nero, Gal 
ba, Othus, Uitellus, Uaſpacianus, Ti- 
tus, Domicianus, Nerua, Traianus, 
Adꝛianus, authomus, and Aurelius. 

And of all theſe, we can kynte all onelpe 
but two, that fauoured wiſe men, that 
is to ſave. Narua and Traian. All the 
other empe rours were not onelpe diſcp⸗ 
ples of liuers, but alſo were perſecutoꝛs 
of the trouth. Thys ſemeth to be trewe: 
fo2 Julius perſecuted Cicero: Dctani- 
ous bantſhed Oulde, Tiberius enpoil⸗ 
ned Caluicio:caligula cauſed to cut the 
thꝛotes ot᷑.iiii.oꝛatours together: Nero 


ſlew his maiſfer Senec: Claudius lette 
his vncleLnean in pꝛyſon: Othus han 
ged vp Patroclus:Domician bantſhed 
all the oꝛatours ot Rome. And the me2e 


to ſhewe hys curlednes, whaii the wile 
men 
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men, that were baniſhed, wenre oute at 
one gate. There entered in at an other 
ate al vnthziftes, the whiche by Tytus 
is bꝛother, had bene baniſhed and exi⸗ 
led. And as I ſaie oftheſe fewe in nũbze 
might ſap of man ot he t. Foꝛ certain 
ly the wiſe men were not thus entreated 
in the tyme of this good emperour Par 
cus:and that this is true it (emeth by di 
uers excellente barons, well learned in 
dyuers ſcyences , that floziſſhed in hys 
me: Julius Capitolyn recounteth of 
them as foloweth : Alexander a Oreke, 
Craſion, Polion, Euticius, Anius Pas 
cryon, Camnus, Crodlaticus, I oznius 
Coꝛnelius, Appolius , Plus, Bextus 
Cheronenſe, Junius Kaikicus, Claudi 
us Maximus, Cina Catulns , Claudt? 
Seuerus, and the renowmed Dlogent- 
tus paynter, and the well lerned lawier 
Uolnſius Percianus. All theſe were in 
this emperours palays, and reſident in 
his pzeſence:And pet ſoꝛ all ihat, he had 
dprters other wiſe perſonnes in Rome, 
t abꝛode in Jtalpe. It was no maruaple 
to ſe in thoſe dayes the multitude of me 
that floziſhed in wpſedome, There was 
no father, but pf he had two ſonnes „ he 
wauld ſet one of them wanne 11 
ng #..- xk ,_ 
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other acco2dinge to the Nomaine lawe, 
chuld be ſet to warres. And if this empe 
rour wiſt of any wiſe yong man, aboue 
all other he would fauour him. 


c Ot the emperonr Marcus ſonne 
named Ueriſſimus. cap.v§. 


His emperour Parcns An 
relius, had onlie two ſones 
as Yerodia ſaith. The grea 
A teſt x eldeſt was called Co⸗ 
mode, i the youngeſt was 
| named Ueriſſim?, He was 
a faire child of perſon, right vertuous 
of liuing. Mith his beaut e he dꝛewe to 
him the eyes ol manpe, t with his good 
inclinaciðs, he robbed p hertes of al me. 
He was the hope ol the people, & the glos 
rpok his fathers age. And though the cl 
deſt was pꝛinte, vet the emrei our deter 
mined, that þ laſt boꝛne, foꝛ bis vertues; 
- Huld'inherite as the eldeſt. And he that 


was firſt boꝛne, foꝛ his demerites, ſhuld 


be diſhertted. And as good dcſires tn the 
beſt time faile oftẽ by vnhappy chaſice, 
this emperour being of. lii.peres of age 
+ the ſon of. vi. p glozp of Rome, z hope 
fe of the ſonne toke 

an 


of the father , the ly 
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un ende. And as much was the death be⸗ 
walled, as the lyfe deſired. It was great 
pitye. Foꝛ the Senate by reaſon therof 
ſawe not the emperour, noz the olde em 
peroar foz ſoꝛow ſawnot the Senate of 
a longe ſpace. Nome was right heauy,x 
the ſenat wzithdzew them to the height 
of the capitoll diuers daſes. And as the 
myſtes and wyndes cauſe the leaues to 
fall, that were grene in ſommer, and the 
dedes of honour conſtraine vs to fozget 
the miſhappes of foꝛtune, and as a man 
of high linage, and of ſtronge courage, 
though vᷣ ſoꝛow remapne in his herte, & 
abideth locked therein, determineth to 
clenſe the bꝛaunches of ſoꝛowes that is 
cutwarde,fainyng toyeand mirth out⸗ 
wardly, kepynge the ſoꝛowe within: ſo 
this Parcus the Emperour, as a man, 
whoſe vyne kreſeth and dieth, wherein 
he had all his hope, contented him with 
that was lefte behynde. Mhan his dere 
ſonne Ueriſſimus was dead, he ſent foz 
the p2ice Comode his cncly inheritour, 
whiche ſithe the childe hps bꝛother was 
dead, entered not into the Palais. And

— poꝛt of his ſon Comode, bedewed

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the ſhame of the one, and the death ol the 
other. The whiche percetucd by Fau⸗ 
ſtine hir mother, which loued him mot 
entierly, com muũded to haue his ſonne 
awap from the pꝛeſence of his lather.

Marcus choſe to inſtruct

14 I child, pet fo2 all that he rei⸗ 
W249) ſeth bis vnderſfandinge to 
EFT haue the pꝛynce his heyze, 
ryght well bzonght bp. Fo2 certaineiy 


pꝛinces hene ſuche , whan they come to 
mans efate, as they be bzougtzte vp in 
their teder pouth. The father than kno⸗ 
wynge the fraple inclinations of hys 
chilu, not coꝛi c ſpondent to the good 8 0s 
nernaitce of the Emppꝛe, as a good Em 
prrour ſcent cner all Italy fo2 the moſte 
wyſeſt perſons in learnynge, the moſte 
famous of renowme, and the moſt ver⸗ 
tuo us in dedes. and ag in diuers thyn⸗ 
ges the inksmpe is greatter in the pll 
dopnge by malice, than the faute 1 Ie 
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palſoz by weakeneſſe:ſo in dyuers other 
thinges, the commsn bopce is moꝛe tha 
the ſecrete vertue. Foz the whiche occa⸗ 
ſton after the aſſemblynge of theſe wyſe 
men, the Emper2ur comaunded to eras 
mine thepm,and to be enfourmed ofthe 
bloude of thev? ow ceſſoures, ot the ap 
popntment in all thepz thynges, 4 ofthe 
treatie of theyꝛ buſpnes, 4 of the credece 
amonge their netghbours, à of the pure 
nes oftheir lines, 4 grauitce of their per 
ſons, t finallp of their ſciences, that they 
could do, and this to be done in an oꝛder. 
TheAltrologiens in aſtronomp, the mu 
ſiciens in muſicke, the oꝛatours in their 
arte ot Khetozpke , And ſome in other 
ſcientes. And this not in one dap, but in 
man, and not onelpe by info:macton of 
other, but he wold knowe it by his owne 
pꝛopꝛe experience. Thus they were all 
exampned, ſo that there was none leſte 
behynde. And as fo2 perfecte knowe⸗ 
ledge of thpnges wherin we haue great 
aftection , it behoncth to haue ſtraunge

And accoꝛdinge tothe.vit.artes 
liberall there was aſſigned to euerꝝ ſcy- 
ence two maſrers:ſo that the pꝛince was 
one,+ the maſters, xiiii. Thisrenowme 
that the empergur ſent ouer all, to haue 
maiſters fo2 bis ron the punce, cauſed 
to come to hym mo wyle men fro ſtreũg 
countrets, than of the marches 4 neighs 
bours of Rome, The good empercur cõ 
ſ\pdering that it was noreaſs,that ſuche 
as came to his ſerupce : ſhould retourne 
miſcontented, ſom with ioyfull wozdes, 
ſome vpon certainc hope, and ſome with 
giftes and pꝛi ſentes were diſpatched, ſo 
that thep were all pleaſed. And pk this 
doynge was renowmed by the repoꝛt of 
the wyſe men, it was no lefſe vertuous 
by the wyſedom and woꝛthines of them 
perour, to ſende them home ſo well con- 
tent. Foz he ſent them alwape as wel ſa 
tiſficd that were ouercome, as thei were 
contented that ouercame them. And cer⸗ 
tainly they had all reaſon, foꝛ ſome bare

Mhertoꝛe wil wile 
men haue their woꝛdes ſo diſtincte and 
moderate, it their woꝛdes be lighte: And 
to thentent that it ſhuld not ſeme to pou 
that J ſpeake of pleaſure, J wyll * 
to you an antike lawe of Nome. In 
ſeuĩth table of the lawes of our fathers: 
was wꝛitten thele wozdeg. Te coms 
maunde, that a moze gri uous chaſtiſe⸗ 
mẽt be geuen to the wiſe mi foz a light: 
dede donc openly, than to a ſecrete mur⸗ 
derer. O iuſt lawe, and iuſt men that oꝛ⸗ 
deined it. Foz the imple labourer leaſh:

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and than in Rome was taughte to boo 
woꝛkes, and leaue woꝛdes. But nowe it 
is contrary,foz nowe in Grece the liers 
and tanglers are banyſſhed, and pa 
lent thepm to Rome:and Nome bath ba 
niſhed and ſent the good wiſe men into 
Grece : and in thys maner J deſpꝛe ras 
ther to be baniſſhed in to Grece 
wile me, than to abide in Rome wyth fo 
tes. To the pꝛayſe of a good ma, 3 fixere 
to you my kriendes, that whiles J was 
por „J ſaw in the ſenate rhe phileſopht 
riſippꝰ, bꝛotght vp with good Tra 
tan,ſpeake oftentimes , and he was fo 
ſwete in hiswoꝛdes, that mant times he 
was harde moꝛe than thꝛe houres togy⸗ 
ther. And he neuer ſpake wooꝛde but it 
was of cternall memoꝛy. And whan ſoe 
uer he wente oute ofthe ſenate J neuer 
ſawe him do dede, whereby he delerued 
to haue greuous peine.

Certainly it was a meruailous thing

And fo 
longe Rome was Rome: z as it had ſim⸗ 
plicitie 
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plicitie in wozdes, and grauitee in woꝛ⸗ 
ues. Dne thing J ſhall lhew you, which 
is great confuſion to theym aliue, and 
ar admiracion to them that be dead, 
that of all the aunciente men J neuer 
redde a lyghte woozde that they (pake, 
no: any euyll dede that they dyd. What 
thynge was ſcene than in that glozious 
woozlde., but to reioyſe in ſo glozious 
wyſe menne-Andnowe at this dape the 
woꝛlde is ſo coꝛrupted, bycauſe there is 
ſo manye ponge coꝛrupte, ſurely haue 
greatter envy of their decdes chaof our 
w2yptinges. Their fewe woꝛdes 4 good 
wwozkes haue leſte vs example of greate 
admiracion. And the wple men of thys 
tyme trache vs openlp, and wꝛite vs ſe⸗ 
cretly doctrines of perdicion. Than by 
this that I haue laid, and by other exam 
ples that J ſhall ſape, pe mape knowe 
what J meane. Whan the realme of 
Acape ſubmytted his perillous hoznes: 
and his pzonde heed, to the ſweere obey⸗ 
ſannce of the Empire, they dꝛewe them 
to this condicion, that thet waulde haue 
bene the hooffes of the garniſons of all 
Acate,and not diſcipies of the 02atours 
of Rome. At that ſeaſon there was in 
Rome a greatlozde,ambaſſadour-of A- 
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caſe temperate in woꝛdes, « honeſt of li⸗ 

ng, with a white head: He was enqui 
red of the ſenate, why he was ſocruell, 
to leade into his coutrep fo men of war 
pooꝛe and couetous ſquiers, and leaue 
wiſe men of great hearte. He anſwered 
with ſuch loue as he had to his countret 
and wyth ſuche grauitiee as longed to 
ſache a perton, and allo with ſuch hardi⸗ 
neſſe, as his offyte required, ſapinge: 
fathers conſcriptes, O happie people. It 
is two dales ſyth J eate any thyng, and 
two dates ſith J ſlept, carſpnge to ratall 
deſtintes of toztune, that hath bꝛoughte 
me into Italp, and lamentinge vnto the 
goddes, that kepe me in this life, bicauſe 
my ſpirite is betwene the hard anuielde 
and the impoꝛtunate hammer, wher as 
J do ſe all is as hard as the anueld wher 
on the hammer often ffriketh .

ſonnes. No2 of ti ueth he choſe none that 
were very ryche, but ſuche as were vers 
tuons : noꝛ ſuche as were ſoone moued 


but ſuch as were quiet:not the high min 
ded, but the moderate, that were no boos 
ſters, but ſhamekaſte: no babblers but 


{mall ſpeakers: no quarellers, but ſuffr⸗ 


rers:not to pꝛeſumptuous, but thit that 
were meke:not to haſty men, but theym 


that were paciente:not theym that were 
J. li. eſte 
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eſtemed amonge the commons, but the 
that deſerued laude amonge wile men. 
In this maner he truſted no perſon, foꝛ 
he maried not his doughters to ſuch as 
were pꝛalſed a far of : but to them that 
of longe time had bene pꝛoued nere had 
In good faithe herein his reaſon was 
good. Foz in athinge that toncheth a 
mans honoure , he that is wyſe oughte 
not to truſt in the onely infoꝛmation of 
ſtrangers. Noz he in no wyſe, that ts ſo 
bardve to do al —＋ by his own ſe⸗ 
myng and opinion. And he is but a ſim 
ple perſon, that wyll do all thynge after 
the opinion of ſtraungers. And in theyꝛ 
poyntes the emperour Parcus hadde a 
ood reſpecte to kepe theym : In wal- 
ynge good reſt. Jn fpeakpng great elo 
quence, in eatpnge good temperaunce: 
— aunſwering great ſubtilitee. In his 
ntences and determinatios gret gras 
uitee. And therfoze in this caſe of ma 
rfage he was ful of grauitee, til he was 
therein determined. And this onelpe 
came not of him but of other, wha they 
came to pꝛape him. Jt befcll that in a 
feaſt of the god Janus, the Emperour 
govnge tothe campe of Pars , vpon a 
luaſtne. haaſe fierſe and flingyng, he met 
| ſo rudely 
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* formelpwith a trumpettour, that cour 
ſed as a knight vpon a hozle, that wpth- 
the ſtroke of metinge, the trumpettour 
was ouerth2owe with his hozs , ſo that 
he was ſlatne,and the emperours hoꝛs 
legge bꝛoken, and his owne foote hurt, 
and his arme out of topnte. So greatly 
encreaſed his hurte, that he was in pe⸗ 
xyl, Italy in heuines, and al Rome was 
in doubt ok his life. 
And bycaule a fewe dapes afo2e that he 
had comuntcacton of a mariage foz his 
thirde donghter , named Patrina, foz 
the determinacion that he ſhoulde haue 
made the ſame date , greatte ſuite was 
made to him. But fo2 the greate peine 
ol his army , and the bloudde, that was 
congeled in his bodp, and the anguiſhe 
that was at hys hearte, as foz the de- 
maunde that was offered him, he dif- 
ferred the anſwere tyll an other days. 
The whiche day commen, in open pꝛe⸗ 
ſence he ſatde in this maner. 


CUhat the Emperonr Parcus ſayde 
to the father ofa ponge man that 
wold marp one of his dou⸗ 


ghters, cap xii. 
F. iii. 
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I Ftentimes haue ſene in 

other, and haue pꝛoued by 
experience, that the ſmall 
iN $jconfpderacion paſſed. and 
Recbe greate acceleracion in 
1 buſpncfies nowe pꝛeſente 
miazeth great inconuenpences in tyme 
to come, oneleſſe that at that poyncte the 
thpnge bee commptted to the vertne of 
ſome wpſe perſonne, rather than to his 
owne ſole opinion. euertheleſſe in the 
caſe of marpage, thoughe the father bee 
wple, pet without the opinion of another 
be ought not to determyne him lpghtly: 
fo: enupous fo:tune,thoughe ſhe ſhewe 


hir ſelfe lomewhet frowarde in all thyn⸗

The renow⸗ 
med Parcus Þozctus', whoſe lpupnge 
was a my2ro2 in his dayes, and his woz 
des and counſels remapne foꝛ a remems 
b:aunce,ſapd openly in the ſenar.;:D no 
ble tathers, and happye people, by the de 
crees openly pꝛoclapmed in places accu 
ſfomed,J knowe that in a counſaile and 
ſenate pe oꝛdayned thze thynges, that is 
pe vndertooke to make a newe warre as 
gainlk the Barthes, to contynue the ens 
mitee agatnlt the Peniens,and to mary 
liue hun eth matrons of Rome, to fiue 
bundzeth knightes of Pauritanye. And 
certainly Jam abalhed,that amog wyle 
men ſo hyghe affatres ſhulde be ſo loone 
and (odetnlp concluded and determined. 
To ſatiſtie imine vnderſtanding, and fo: 
che good wyl that J owe to the countrep 
A hall (aye one wozde, that is to begyn 
warre, and to puriue hatred and pl will, 
and to couclude mariages, In theſe cau 
ſes à man ought to aſke counſaple of all 
the men of the woꝛlde, and al the goddes 
ought to coꝛrect and amende it.

And yfthis be foz all 
thinges. it ſerueth than moſt ſpeciall in 
mariages. Pp friendes, pe _ „that 
that offercth him fo bee my ſonne in 
we, is greatlipe deſired, loued and wel 
named amonge the common people. 
¶ To ſell ſuche marchaundiſe, ſet it not 
ſo pll a ſhewe. The credece of an honeſt

Fo2 that that is meale, with 
philoſophters, is taken but fo2 bzanne x 
chaffe with ſimple folke. And contrart- 
wiſe,the meale of the ſimple, is but bꝛã 
and chaffe among wiſe men.

Certapnely there is great ſuſ⸗ 
pection ts ſet them among wyle m# that 
ts allowed of all fooles , And the reaton 
therofts,that the commons l:ghtly loue 
none but men that with malyce refrap- 
neth theim that be vertuous, and letteth 
the reine llyp ts them that be vicious. 

Truelp wile men haue hym as ſalpecte 
that the eommons deſp2e , whiche wpll 
not be dyſplealed with his euil doynges.

do be named amig famus 
men of Rome. The g ẽtill conuerſacion 
tat hs had with euery man, made him 
to be reno wmed amonge the woꝛthieſt 
of all the woꝛlde. The thing moſt agre⸗ 
able without repꝛehencion of the grcas 
teſt, meane, and lcaſfe is, that a loꝛde 


and pꝛinte ot manye,be communtcable 


and conuerſaunt wpth manpe. All the 
good 
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good wozkes of good men may be con- 
dened with p ill intẽcions of them that 
be yl: But the gond condicios haue fuch 
a p2tutlege;that of yil the good ts pꝛap⸗ 
ſed, and the good app2oucth the ill. In a 
mans liuynge, there none ſo greatte a 
vice, but by good conuerſation it is, co⸗ 
uered and hidde. And contrarywiſe, no 
crime is ſecrete , but with yll conuerſa⸗ 
cpon, at the tyme that it hurteth, it is 
moze openlye knowen. Of two extremi 
ties it is not ſo greuous to the common 
welthe, a man to be weake and faint in 
ſecretneſſe, and ok gentill conuerſacion 
abꝛode, as it is of him that is ſecret, and 
is rude and of yll conuerſacion openlp. 
Diners not beyng of good o2der t poli⸗ 
cpe, we haue ſene conuerſaunt a greate 
while in Rome, onelp foꝛ beyng wel cs 
dictoned, And many mo we haue ſene, 
that in a ſhoꝛt while after their wer put 
in office, baue bene ſo pꝛeude x haſty in 
their condictons,that they haue ben de 
Free frs their offices. And this we lat 

icauſe this good epero2 was ſo iopous 
of vilage, ſo amtablein his cvſtomes,ſo 
louinge in his couerſacton,y lightly hg 
would caſfe his armes about the necke - 
and on the ſhoulders of them,and take 
G.i. thepm 
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them by the handes, that had any thing 
to doe with hpm . The poozters ſhoulde 
not lette theim that were in accompany 
him in the palais:no2 his gard was not 
ſo hardy to put a backe ſuche as woulde 
ſpeke with him in the fieldes. In all his 
ages * bien to that that euerpe age 
gane hyu by nature. He was a chyld as 
mong chyldꝛen, yong amog pong ſolke 
wozldly with theim that were woꝛldlp, 
good felow with good felowes, a baron 
amoge barons, hardy with hardy men: 
and fynallp old with olde men. He was 
wont to ſapei, whan anp in his pꝛeſence 
that were ponge and not well taught in 
they: language, ie ſted at the debilitee of 

age, oz olde men at the folp of pouth. 
Leaue theim ſyth they leaue vou. any 
22 ok wiſe ponge men commeth old 
doles. And of pounge fooles cuſtoma⸗ 
bly commeth wyſe olde men. Naturalt- 
tee at the laſt maketh all thing in kinde. 
As ok great debilitee we can dꝛawe but 
_ (mall ſtrength, by oure naturalitee we 
map foꝛ a tyme reſyſt it, but not vtterly 
maiſter it. am ſoꝛe abaſſhed that ſome 
wyll be ſo loꝛdely and valtaunte in ver⸗ 
tues, and ſo hygh mynded, and pet wyll 
make vs beleue, that they lyuing in the 
flellhe, 
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fieſſhe,and being of fleſſhe, only fele not 


the fleſſhe.J can not tell, yt nature hath 


made an other of an other nature than 
Jam ok, oꝛ me of an other nature than 
other bee. Foꝛ J beynge neuer ſo faſt in 
cloſed in the ſwete connerſacion of phy⸗ 
loſophle, vea tn the beſte tyme, this falſe 
neith wil cal at the gate with his nough 
tie fleſſh. The moze that we reyſe and ex 
alte vs with ſcience and gette liberties, 


the moꝛe lower we do put the fleſh with 


her miſeries. Beleue me one thing, that 
pf a tree beareth not in Pꝛime tyme his 
flowers, we hope not to haue the fruy 
in harueſt rype: and a ponge man that 
hath not paſſed his ponthe with pounge 
— haue no hope that he ſhoulde 
pa 


his age with olde menne. And as 
e map reſyſt our naturalytee, and not 
cleave foz to do it}, ſo thoſe fathers erre, 
that are ſo extremlp affectioned,tohane 
their childzen to begin as olde men. 
Mhereupon it foloweth, that they ende 
as ponge. This Cmperonr was lo wiſe 
in all thinges,that amonge therm that 
were merp, he was of great myꝛthe. 
And in verities he was very vberytable. 
Jn his paſfymes he was greatly tempe 
rate, and a louer of 9 ſpecially in

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good boyce and inſtrumentes, and ſoze 
diſpleaſed if ye harde any dilcoꝛdet er⸗ 
m. He paſſeth moſt of his youth in lear 
ning of ſciences. han he cam o mus 
eſtate, he exerciſed feates of knighthod: 
be loucd diſcipline and hated abulation 
He was a —— — happie in armes, but 
pet in ryding of hozles he had oft tymes 
pl happe. In his pong age he delited to 
lape at the tennis, and 5 the cheſſe in 
is _ toned not theſe counterfap- 
ting ol players of farces x mummeries 
trewandes, that ben natu⸗ 
uglers, and ieſters, foꝛ plea 
ſure. The p s and ieſters ſuffered 
grow varietee in the empire,acco2ding 
e diuerſifee of emperours. Julius 
Ce ar ſuſteyned theym ; Dctautan his 
nenew d2one them awa y Caligula cal 
led them againe, Cruel Nero baniſſhed 
theim, Nerua made = tome againe 
— — — — — _ all 

p,Anthont Pius bꝛought theim in 
again:And by þ 1 — of thts good ems 
perour ParcusAurelt?,thet ended. And 
the occaſion was, the Roma es did ces 
lebꝛate with great to ourth ore 
of Paye,the'greate - of the mother 
Berecynte, mother of all the yn 
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The ſacred p2teſfes flammes dfales, 
would haue bꝛought thither theſe myn⸗

might be chaſtiſed, and Rome delluered 
of them. And fo: example of all p wozld 
he ſent them to the gate of Hoſtie, and 
commaunded to ſette theim in Galies, 
and to baniſſhe them foꝛ euer, into the 
ples of Heliſpont: whyche was accom⸗ 
1 — as themperour commaunded. 
And fro that dape was neuer ſene at 
FN OIENT 02 ieſter, as longe as the 
G.itt. empe 
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emperour lpued. But it paſſeth not two 
yeares after his death, Gun 


ut they retours 
ned, whan his ſonne had the rule. And 
ercepte the bookes doe lye, there was in 
Rome — noumbze of fooles than 
of wyle men.

greateſt goodnes of al goodnes is whe 
tyꝛannies are put vader by vertues ac⸗ 
quired, oꝛ to finde remedy agapnſt ac:

ons, And the greateſt eu of all eu pls. 


is whan a perſone foꝛgetteth that he is 
a man, puttinge reaſon vnder foote, 
ſtraining his hand againſt vert ne, and 
leatteth vyce rule the bzvdell. This em⸗ 


lite great glozi,in the eſchewing the vil 
lanie ot villaines:no leſſe merited he im 
moztail memoꝛpe, in ſuffring diuers di 
ſhoneſties in the execution of his vcr- 
tues. And vnkallible rule it ts, amon xe 
the childꝛen of vanitie: to childe the vp- 
ces of them that be biciouſe. And the 
bertues wel inco2po:ate:nouriſhe ma⸗ 
nye enupous. They that be euyll, ben al 
wayes double euyll, bycauſe they beare 
armour defenſine,to defend their owne 
euplles: and armes offenſpue to aſſaple 
the god maners of of other. The trouth 
is, yt good men be diligent to ſeke other 
that be good, no leſſe onghte they fo2 to 
bydethepm from theim that be pll:fo2 a

rour Par. Aurelius, ſuſteined in his 
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good man with one finger, hath power 
ouer al thẽ that be vertuouſe, but foz to 
withſtande one pil perſon, he hath nede 
of hades,feete;and frẽdes. And though 
foztune be yll to good men, their owne 
pꝛopꝛe fame ſhall be ſpent as of ffraun- 
gers. This good emperour was ſtröge 
in vertue, meke in wozds, attemperate 
in his exerciſes homely with euerp ma 
ſad among lad men, haſtie amsg haffte 
— with mery men, and wile a- 
mong wile men, as it is couenable foꝛa 
curtious Pꝛʒince to be. And whan theſe 
are appꝛoued in the lawe of good men, 
by clere vnderſtãding, as wel ſhal they | 

be cõdemned by theim that haue yll in⸗ 
tentions. Than as the coles can not be 
in the embꝛes without ſparkes,noz coʒ⸗ 
ruption of the carion without ſtenche, 
no moze can he that hath a hole «clere 
hearte be, withoute enkoꝛcynge hym to 
vtter louing woꝛdes. And he that hathe 
an 1 heart, alwales ouercometh other 
with woꝛdes of malyce. Foz it is cer⸗ 
tein fo2 a ſmal ſeaſon the loner may abs 
ſeigne his loue : and pet leſſe tyme the 
aine of him,that is payned wyth loue 
idde. The (o2owfull ſighes, ſhew the 
hurt ofthe hart, and the W

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des diſcouer the pll of the hearte. Me 
haue ſaid al this, becauſe that the boun- 
tee of this good emperour Marcus Au⸗ 
relius, ſet al his ioy t gladnes in theim 
that wer good, and bewailed them that 
were ypll. And as in ſemblable thynges 
the 228 men ſhewe their waozthy- 
nelle, t wiſe men their wiſdome, beyng 
vertuous in wozkinge, 1 wile in know⸗ 


lagynge, wer derp wiſe in diſſimuling. 
One of t gente a wile m3 ought 
to haue(wherin he ſhall be knowen as 


wyſe Ils that he can ſuffre well. Foz a 
man that ca laitrce well, was neuer but 
| Wiſe,and wel manered, + therewith to 
luftre the vertue of pll buſineſſe , is a 
thyng reaſonable,of all reaſonable bea- 
ſtes, and of the that be good, very good. 
And bp contrariwiſe, the man that can 
well ſuffre, thoug he it be in verve iuſte 
thynges, hopeth not to be well treated. 
And lpkewiſe as this Emperour Mar- 
cus in all vertues, hath bene egall with 
all the Emperours of Rome, tyat haue 
bene, in thys vertue of ſufferaunce, he 
bath ſurmoũted all them of the wozlde. 
He was wonte to ſape manye tymes, J 
haue not atteigned to the Empyꝛe, by 

the ſciences that J haue learned of the 


phi⸗ 
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qo s,but by the pacſence , that 
haue had with the that were froward 
and not learned. And this ſemeth to bee 
trewe, fo: oftentymes this Emperour: 
bepnge with the Senate at Collfſee , 02 
the Senate with hym in the hygh Capp 
toll, he ſeynge in his p:eſece diuers that 
pꝛeiſed him + other, that in his abſence 
amonge the people blamed him, and re⸗ 
baked him, his attemperaunce pet was 
ſooe great, and ſhewed hpmlelfe ſo iuſte 
with one and other , that nepther his 
friendes,that agreed with him, were ſo 
rowfull,ns: his ennempes, foꝛ any dyſ. 
kauoure, went away complapnyng and 


angrye. 


¶ Oft the fealſf that the Komapnes kept 
to the god Jano in Rome, and what 
chaunſed to the ſapd emperour 
there. Capitulo.xvi. 

VpVaonge the ſolempne fea- 
kes, that the auncyents 
Ex Komatnes had inuented, 

was one of the God Jas 


1 DA yeare 3 whiche IS 
nowe is the ty:ſfe dape of Januper: Be 
was peincted with two faces, to m_— 
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that it was the laſt dape of the af 
fed,and the — the —— 
Co this God was dedicat a ſumptuous 
temple in Rome: whiche temple 
ompilius, called it the temple of pece. 
d excepte the tẽ ple of Jupiter, it was 
holden in mooſte reuerence of all orher. 
Whan the Romain emperour went oz 
came to Rome, to viſyte the highe Ca 
toll, and the veſfall virgins, foozthwt 
hey went to pꝛav, woꝛſhyp, and to offer 
at the temple of Janus. The daye ot ce 
lebꝛacion of the ſapd feaſt, all Rome re⸗ 
fopced, and putte on theym the beit clo- 
thes that they hadde, bꝛennynge greate 
lightes in euery houſe, and made man 
plates ofenterludes, of geſtes and tug 
glyng, t watched all nyght in the tẽples 
and delyuered all the pꝛiſoners p were 
in pꝛiſon foz dette, and payed the dettes 
with the comon treaſure. They had tas 
bles with meate befoze thepz doozes, in 
ſuche aboundaunce, that moze.was left 
thã eaten wherwith all the pooze kolkes 
in Rome were releued. The Romaines 
oughte, that what ſo euer they ſpente 
that daye, that the god Jano( whiche 
was godof tymes) would reward them 
double. The Romapnes ſayde,that pt 

| go 
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god Janus was not bnkinde noꝛ no ni⸗ 
garde,fo2 if thei ſpent a lyttel, he would 
recompence theym with a greate deale. 
At this keaſte was made greate pꝛoceſ⸗ 
ſions,euery ſoꝛt of people by them ſelfe 
the Senate went a parte, the pꝛieſtes a 
arte, The Cenlozes a parte, the Ple⸗ 
eines aparte. The matrones and yoge 
matdens by theim ſelfe, and the ambaſ⸗ 
ſadours went in pꝛoceſſion with all the 
captiues and pꝛiſoners. Thus thei wer 
euer two and two: the ende of one com⸗ 
panp, was the beg innynge of an other. 
And thus out of the temple Janus, they 
wente about ali the temples of Rome, x 
ſo out of Poꝛte latyne, into the fieldes, 
and rounde about the walles of Rome. 
And bycauſe the circuite of Rome was 
great, the pꝛoceſſions went but fro one 
gate to an other, ſo that toward nighte, 
all the pꝛoceſſions of Rome had gone 
euerich one in their copany about:And 
that done thei retourned all into the tẽ⸗ 
le, that they came out of, and there of 
ered echeone az thei might. And in the 
ſatd pꝛoceſſions it was ot cuſtome, that 
the emperours wet accompanied with 
the ſenatours : But this good emperoꝛ 


was ſo familier, that he would 1 
- 
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and accompany enerp man. It was ac⸗ 
cuſfomed in Rome, that the ſayde dap 
the emperour ſhould were on his robe, 
and matell imperiall. And all pꝛiſoners 
E captines that might touche him with 
their hande, were deliuered, and al treſ 
aſſours were pardoned, and bantſhed 
olke were foꝛgeuen, and called againe 
And this emperour to ble his clemencp 
and to leaue after him perpetual memo 


rie, let the pzoceſion of ſenatours, and 


without any garde, went the pꝛoceſſion 
with pꝛiſoners captiues. The whiche 
doynge was occaſion to leaue — — 
him perpetual memoꝛp ok him ſelf, and 
great exaum ple ot clemency and lowlp 
neſle to the pꝛinces foꝛ to tome. Howe 
be it there is nothynge ſo well done of 
them that be good, but koꝛthwith it ſhal 
bee contraried of them that be pll : And 
therefoze this example was ſo much dif 
pꝛayſed of them that wer ill, as pꝛayſed 
and allowed of theym that were good. 
And in lpkewpſe as amonge them that 
be good, there is one noted to bee pure 
good, ſo among them that be il, there is 
one noted to be right til. And that wozſe 
is, that the vertuous perſonne eſtemeth 
not the glozp of his vertue fo * 
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the malycpous perſon by his malyce, is 
ſhamed. This is ſaid, bicauſe there was 
a Senatour in the Senate, named Ful- 
{che was as blacke by his mali 
ce, as white by his heares. e laboured 
ſoꝛe in the dayes of Adꝛian to haue been 
emperour, and had Marcus alwaies as 
competytoure. And as it is a naturall 
thing to theim that haue euyl hartes, to 
ſhewe theyꝛ malyce in ſmall thinges, ſo 
this emperour did neuer no good thing 
openly, but this Fuluins wold grudge 
thereat ſecretly. And thoughe this Ems 
perour was greatly pꝛayſed fo: the delp 
uerpnge of pꝛiſoners, pet the ſayde Se⸗ 
natour could not haue the pzudence foz 
to ſuffre it, and ſo parte in mockerp,and 
parte in earneſt, he ſayd theſe woꝛdes to 
themperour in the ſenate: Why gyueſl 
thou t hy ſclfe to all men:

out of this realme, he was chaſtiſe d. Al⸗ 
ſo the. vi. Arfacidaucll the innincible 
king of Perchas, not one ly was depꝛy 
ued, but alſo baniſhed ont of his realme 
becauſe he dined at a knyghces bꝛidale, 
t would not eat at the bꝛid ale ofa comn 
ner. Pet alſo though realme of Jtalys 
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was ſcant, theit heartes were great fox 
becanſe one of their Marranes, foz ſo 
were their kinges called, had ſhutte his 
ates by night, foꝛ to ſlepe the luerlier, 
e was depꝛiued of his realme:becauſe 
a law was made. that no pꝛince ſhould 
Wette his gates night noꝛ day, foꝛ they 
ſatd they had made him kig fo2 to dꝛiue 
away their enemies, i not to be dainti⸗ 
ly nouriſhed. Tarquine the laſt king of 
the Romains was vnkind fo his father 
in lawe;diffamed his bloude « kinrede, 
was a traitour to his countrei:cruel of 
his perſon, 4 2dnontrer with Lucrece: 
but foz al that he was net called vngen 
til, noꝛ ifamed,noz traitour, noz cruel, 
no2 aduoutrer, but he was named Tar 
quin the pꝛond, becauſe he was of eutll 
 condicions and complexions.

hate that the ſubtecte hath to the lozde, 
bpcauſe he hath no power. 1. 
Julius Ceſar, the laſte dictatour and 
kirſt emperour, becauſe he foꝛgat to be a 
man among men, but thinkinge to be a 
god among gods, beinge a laudable cu⸗ 
ſtome, that the ſenate ſhoulde ſalute the 
emperour on their knees ⁊ themperour 
to rife curteiſly againff thepm :bicauſe 
of a pꝛeſumptudus mind, he would not 
kepe pceremonſe,he merited to loſe his 
ie with.rriit.ſtrokes of penkniues. 
And as J ſaye of theſe ſo ſew a numbꝛe 
A may lave of many other. The phili⸗ 
cions with a littel Rabarbe purge ma⸗ 
ny humours of the body, 1 themperout 
with a littell bencuolence taketh many 
greues froß Comackes of his ſubiectes 
The people owe obedience to the pꝛince 
and to doe his perſou great reuerence, 
and fulfil his commaundementes, and 
the pꝛince oweth egall iuſtice to enerpe 
man, meke tonuerſation to all men.

t doen he went to the collage, wher 
as all the pꝛocurers and ambaſſadonrs 
of al pꝛouinces were, and there he wold 
be a great parte of the dap, and here eue 
nacion bi it ——— the time 
that was deputed by oꝛder. And toward 
the eueninge, he wold go to the Temple 
of the virgyns Ueftalles .

complaintes. In fultplling herot᷑ he ſhal 
haue þ gods in his handes, x the hertes 
of men thalbe his. Al the while that this 
Macke was emperoꝛ, he had neuer poꝛ⸗ 
ter at his chãbꝛe doꝛe, but yt᷑ it were the 
tw3 houres that he was with Fauſtine 
his wyfe. This good Emperour had in 
his houſe a ſecrete cloſet locked wa key 
that he bare himſelfe,andneuer truſted 
none other therewith to the houre of hia 
death, and than he comanded to delyuer 
it to Pompeiano, a pꝛudent auncrent ba 
ro that was maried to his doughter: In 
the whiche tloſet, he had dyuers bokes 
witten in all languages, as Gꝛeke, He 
bꝛue, Latyne, and Caldee, and other an- 
tycke hyſtozies.

foz his wozthines, the whiche was well pzoued, 
Foz in the. xiiii.pere that Tozquate her huſbad 
was in Iſie a warre fare, the fpzſtc time that he 
went thyther,Mc was neuer lene at the window 
loking out,» ſhe was not all onelpe regarded foz 
that, but in al p ſapd. xu. eres neuet 1d chylꝭ 
noz man aboue rhe age of. vu. pcres. came with 
in her gates. Ind not content with this, that ſhe 
did to geue ty aumple to al Nome, s to attein per 
petual memoꝛpe, where as ſhe had left wyth her 
times ſonnes, the eldeſt of whome was but thiee 
s of age:and as lone as thep came t9.

Ther 
was an auneient lawe, none — be 
taken and receiued foꝛ a cifeze in Rome 
but he was firſfe examined by the Cen- 
ſoze.

As thep of Bel 
line o2 Palerme were than celebzaring 
a feaſf with great tov :to2 the gladneflg 
that theyꝛ Pyzates had ouercome the 
armp ot the Numidtens,and had taken 
r.of their ſhippes, t caſte.xxxii. perſons 
into the ſea, bycauſe at that time they 
were enemies eche to other, and fo2 the 
pl wozkes they didde, were ſhewed the 
great paſſions, that paſled amog them, 
nd as it is the cuſtome, the thing that 
theſe Pyꝛates got on p ſea, they depart 
it among the at, whan thei come home. 
And when thei come to land, thei ſpend 


that merilp, that they gatte with great

triumphes,and coueptous men to the 
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trauaſle. It is a thinge well to be noted, 
howe al good and pll hertes are applied.

He went abonte in 
the citie, fro gate to gate along ſpace ca 
Ayng out lpercics of = _ fere 12 
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to great, that diuers women with child 
were deltnercd with great perill , and 
other that were weake harted, fell in a 
ſwowne. And all the people great and 
ſmnall,lele and moꝛe, ranne to the tems 
= of Jupiter, Mars, xa Phebus, ma: 

ing impoꝛtunate cries and clamours. 
And the ſame ſeaſons, all theſ apde Py⸗ 
rates were lodged in the gouernours 
palais named Solin. He was of the na⸗ 


rion of Capue, and there was all the rf 


cheſle kept. And whan this moſfer had 
bene ouer all the citie with his charpot, 
than che lyons and beares bꝛought him 
to the palais, where the Ppzates were, 
and being verpe nigh to the gates that 
were faſt cloſed, the moſter cut àn eare 
of one of the Lyons,and with the bloud 
thereof he wꝛote theſe letters. N. A. S. 
P. J. O. Theſe letters were a pꝛoofe to 
al theim of hig he ſptrite, to geue decla⸗ 
racian of theim:and there were moo des 
claraciñs than there were letters. But 
finally a woman diuinereſle, oꝛ contra 
rie, a ſoothſaper, that was had in great 
reputacton ok her craftes, made the ve 
ry declaracton of the ſapde letters, ſap⸗ 
ing thus. N. reddite. A.altena. S. ſi vul⸗ 
tis. P. pꝛopꝛia. J. in pace. . poſſidere. 
Wehiche 
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Whiche altogether is to ſaye , Render | 
that perteigneth to other, if that pe will 
in peace poſleſſe pour owne, Durely we 
Ppzates were ſoze afraide of that dꝛed⸗ 
ull comma undente: and the woman 
was greatly pꝛeiſed foz her high decla⸗ 
racion. Than foꝛthwith the lame night 
the Ponſter wente into a highe moun 
caine called as than Janicia, and there 
by the ſpace of thzce dapes, was in the 
ſight of ali the citie:⁊ in that ſec lon the 
Lios made ffrong roꝛing and howling 
and the beeres + monſter caſt out great 
fearfull flames. And all that ſeaſon 
there neither appered byꝛd in the ape, 
no2 beaſt in the fieldes, and all the men 
offered great ſacrifices to the goddes, 
in ſuche wiſe, that they bꝛake rhe vey 
nes of their handes, and fete, and oſtreb 
their bloude, to ſe if they might appeaſe 
their goddes. After the thꝛee dates pal⸗ 
ſed ſodeinly appered a cloude black and 
darke vppon the earth, and it began to 
thunder and lighten, with great earth⸗ 
quake, ſo that manye howles fell in the 
citie, and many of the dwellers an d ey 
telins died. And than ſodeinlpe there 
came a flame of fire, from the Poniter 
and bzent al the palais, where the lapde

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yzates were, and the rpchefſes that 
were in it: ſo that all was conſumed in 
it, yea the very Tones : and the domage 
was ſo greate, that there fell mo than 
ii. M. houſes. And there died as good 
as.r. M. perſons. And in the ſame place 
on the toppe of the monntaine, where 
as the moiter was, the emveroure com⸗ 
maunded to edirte a temple to the God 
Jupiter in memoꝛp of the ſame. Ok the 
whicye temple themperour Alexander 
baning warre with them of the realme

nes. The occalion was. There was an 
auncient laudable cuſtome, ſith 2 —

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Cinſinnatus dictatour, that two of the 
auncient ſenatours together ſhould go 
with the cenloꝛe newlp created, and the 
olde, in the moneth of December fo2 to 
bilite all Rome ; and they to call euery 
Romatne a parte alone, ſhewinge him 
the. xii.tables of they; latves, and part! 
culer decrees of the ſenate, demaũding 
of theim. ik they knewe any ne:ghvour 
in their quarter, that had bzokien theic 
lawes. And if they did, it ſhoulde be in⸗ 
fozmed to the Senate. And tiere altoge 
ther to ozdamne puniſhment, accozbing 
to the diuerſitee of the fautes that they 
dad committed. But the fautes cõmit⸗ 
ted that pꝛeſẽt pere, they might not cha⸗ 
ſtice, but ta aduertiſe them to amend af 
terwarde. And all ſuche as were ones 
warned, ⁊ in the next viſttacion founde 
ffii vnamended, to be renouſlp punp⸗ 
,t ſometime banithed. Thele were 
the woꝛdes of the law in the v.table and 
tytrde chaptter:It is oꝛdevgneb by the 
holy Senate, by conſent of vizſfull men 
receiuinge the aunciet conlstes, that it 
men being men in one peare bo treſpas 
the men as men fo the ſaid peare (hall 
diſltmule and fozbeare: but if they that 
be vil as pil do not amende, they th at be

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—.— good ſhal chaſtiſe the. Alſo the 
aide lawe ſaieth, the kyꝛſt fautes are ſuf 
fered, becauſe they are committed with 
weake ignoꝛaunce:hut if chepconttnue 
thepm , that they be chaſtyſed bpcauſe 
theyꝛ yll commeth of loan h and malice, 
This inquiſicion was euer made in the 
moneth of Decembꝛe, becauſe that 
ſoone after in the moneth of Januper 


the offices of Rome were deupded. And 


it was reaſon that they ſhoulde knowe 
to, whom they ſhould giue oz deny their 
dig nities to thentent that good ſhoulde 
not be choſen in ſtede of yll, noꝛ the pl in 
ſtede of good. The particuler cauſe why 
they baniſſhed the man and his wyke, 
with theyꝛ doughter was this: The les 
conde emperour of Rome Auguſt oꝛdei 
ned, that none ſhuld be ſo hardy to ppſſe 
at any doozes of the temples:and Caly- 
gula, the.iui. Emperour commannded, 
that no woman ſhuld giue any ceduces 
to hange aboute the peoples necke , to 
heale the feuer quartapne , And Cato 
cenſo2tne made a lawe, that no pounge 
man noz ponge moiden ſhuld ſpeake to 
gpther at the conduites 62 welles, wher 
they fetched water, noz at the ryuer, 
where thep walhed their * we 
E » 
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the onens, where they baked bꝛeade, by 
cauſe all the yonge people of Rome that 
were wilde 4 wanton, ran ener thither 
So it befell;that as the cenſours and c5 
ſules vilited the quarter called mounte 
Celto,there was a dweller named Anti 
gonus accuſed, that he was ſene piſſing 
againſt the temple wall of Mars: and 
his wpfe was accuſed,that the had ſolde 
cedules foz feuer quartaines: and lyke⸗ 
wyſe his doughter was accuſed, that ſhe 
was ſene at the condultes, rpuers, and 
ouens, ſpeakyng t laughing with vong 
men of Rome. The whiche was a great 
ſhame to the maydens of Rome. Than 
the cenſours ſeing the yl oꝛder, that thei 
had founde in the houſe of the ſapde An 
tygone by the regeſters, by due exami⸗ 
nation beynge warned aloꝛe, they were 
banyllhed into the ples of Cicill, foꝛ as 
longe as it ſhuld pleaſe the ſenate. And 
lyke as tn edpfices , ſumptuous and ot 
gret eſtimacion one fone is not decapd 
02 wꝛythed out without ſhakyng oꝛ mo 
uyng of annother:cucn lyke wiſe it is in 
the chaunces of men. Foꝛ comonly one 
bnhapptnes chaunſeth not, but another 
foloweth. And J ſape this becauſe Antp⸗ 
gone loſt not onely his honoz and _— 
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bnt alſo he was baniſhed , and beſyde 
that by thetremblinge ofthe earth hys 
houſe fel downe, and lew a welbeloned 
doughter of his. And all the while that 
this was done at Nome, ⁊ that that be- 
fel of the miſter in Cectle , Parke the- 
perour was in the warres againſt ß ar 
rogons, and ther he receiued a letter fro 
Anthigone, wherin he rcheried his ba⸗ 
niſſhinge, wherof the emperoure hadde 
great compaſſion, and to comiozte him 
lent him another letter.

they had done againſt them. There died 
ſo manp, as wel of great eſtate, as riche 
and poꝛe, great and ſmal, pong and old 
that p wꝛiter had leſle crauatle co w2pte 
the ſmal numbꝛe of them that were left 
aliue, than to waite the multitude of thẽ 
that were dead. Lyke as when a greate 
building wil fai,firT there fallerh ſome 
{fone:Jn likewiſe the Romaines neuer 
had no great peſtilece in their time, but 
kirſt they were thꝛetned with ſome tonkẽ 
ſigne oꝛ pꝛodigie tro heauen. Two pear 
befoze that Hanmbal entred into Italp 
in au eueninge whan che weather was 
cleare and faire, ſodeinly it rapned blud 
and milke i Rome. And it was declared 
by a woman, that the bloude betohened 
cruel warre, and the milke a moꝛtal pe 
ſtilence. Mhan Scilla retourned from 
Chempain, to put Mar: us his ennemie 
out of Rome, his men of warre 4 kntgh 
tes ſawe in a nighte a fountapne p ron 
bloud, and whoſoeuer was bathed ther 
in, ſemedto be poiſoned with venim. Ot 
the which pꝛodig ie Fslowed, that 07.1, c 
und. l. M. dwellers in Nome, what wich 
theim that died with the ſwearde, and 
other conſumed by peſfilence „ were 
con 
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0 conſumed with Scilla, and of them that 
1 fled with Marius, or the ſaid great mul 
titude ot Romains, ther abode aliue no 
ih! mo but.xl.

This we haue ſayde becauſe 
pere ſuche damages did fal, there appe⸗ 
red befo:e certaine pꝛodigies and tokes 
Po leſſe tokens was ſwewed beſoꝛe the 
moztalitce , that fell iu the time of this 
ood emperour, the whiche was a fear- 
ul thing. The caſe was lo: On a dap as 
the emperour was at the tem ple of the 
birg ine Ueſtales, ſodainly there entred 
in two hogges, and ran abeut his fcte, 
and there lel do wne dead. And on an o⸗ 
ther day as he came from the high Ca⸗ 
itol,fo2 to haue gone out ot p gate Sa 
arie, he ſawe two kytes ioyninge toge- 
ther with their talãtes: and ſo fel downe 
dead at the en / rours fete. And within 
a choꝛt while ſeaſon after, as the ſaid 
emperour came fro hüting, his hoũdes 
renninge at a wilde beaſte, as he gaue 
two grethoudes that he loued well, wa⸗ 
ter to dꝛinke with his owne handes, ſo⸗ 
deinly they fel downe dead at his feete. . 
Than heremembzinge the ſwpne , ths 
kytes,and the greihoundes deade ſo ſos 
deinly, he was greatly dilmait d, and af 
ſembled al his pꝛeſtes, moagiciens, : di⸗ 
nines, demaũding what they ſaid to the 
pꝛodigies. And they by theſe ge 
paſſed 
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paTcd,ftidged the dede pꝛelẽt, and deter 
myned, that within. i. peres the goddes 


wolde ſende great and greuous priniſhs | 
mentes to Rome. Than within ſhozte 


while after ther byg an a warre againfk 


the Parthes, wher bp there fell the pere 
alter great famine x peſfilence amonge 


the Nomains. T he peſtilẽce came allt 
ſoꝛes vnder the arme pittes, ſo that all 
ſenate fled awꝛap and ihemperour alone 
abode ſtyll in the capitoll. Than the aire 
began to be ſo coꝛrupt, that though he el 
caped the peſtilence, vet he was vered 
with hot feuers. Mherkoꝛe he was fain 
to leaue Rome, and wente into C ham⸗ 
vaine;and finally in the cytie of Naples 
he made his abode durrzg the time that 
the peſtilence was in K mie. 


Howe ꝙarcus aunſwered his Phiſi⸗ 
cions that wolde haue hym leaue 
his ſtudype. Cap. xxix. 


He emperour beyng in the ſaid 
citie of Naples, where as othet 
ſought paſtime to cõſerue their 
lpues, this emperour occupied 
himſelf in his bokes to aug ment ſc ys 
ruſce

A man could doe hym no better ſe 
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than to ſeke to get hym a new boke:not 
ſuche as was wꝛytten in his tyme, but 
ſuche as were foꝛgotten foz age. This 
emperour was not onelp a louer of olde 
and antpke heokes, but alſo of auncient 
ſtozies, and ſet very great ſtoꝛe by them 
And he thus beyng in the citie ſicke 4 ve 
ry ill at eaſe, there was bꝛought io hym 
oute of a Cytie of Aſia, called Hella, by 
certapne Hebꝛewes, a booke w2yfienin 
hebꝛewe: e he teke ſuch pleaſure in that 
booke, that oft tymcs he wold leave his 
: HWmeateand go to itud!e:; and fo2 all that 
he was in his hote feurr, he woulde not 
leaue to rede, koꝛ all that the Phiſtcians 
warned hym, and his iryen des pꝛaped 
bim, and thet that were about him coun 
ſailed him, and demaunded him, why he 
left to pꝛocure the helth of His perſon in 
ſo muche redinge. He anſwered: y the 
Goddes that we honour J coniure peu, 
and fo2 the friendeſhyp that is vetwene 
bs, J pꝛape pou let me alone. Pe knowe 
wel, that ſuche as are of a delicate blode 
haue not ſo muche ſolycitude as the ru⸗ 
ſricall people, that haue harde ſyncwes, 
and be of a moꝛe harder cõplexion. Like 
maner they or clere vnderſtadyng haue 
nede of other medicines, and to be _ 
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with ether ſyꝛoppes than they ofgroſſe 
vnderffandinge. This is the difference 
that haut of cyther of theym. The 
pdcette khepeth diet from bookes, and re 
ſteth on his meate, and the wife manne 
abhoꝛreth meate, and dꝛaweth hym to 
is bookes. If thei knew that know not 
what thing knowledge is, J ſweare to 
you they ſhould ſee what auaileth moze 
the littel knowlage that a wiſe ma hath 
than the great riches of the ryche man. 
Fe: the miſerable riche perſon,þ moze 
that he encreatcth in richeſſe, the moze 
be diminitheth in krendes and growech 
in enemies to bis domage. And he that 
is wittie,the wiſer that he is, the better 
he ts beloned of them that be good, and 
frared of thetm that be il foꝛ his p2ofite.

The wꝛy 
tuynges were geuen to the ſtraunge am 
balladours, to the entent that the people 
might lerne to obeie their pꝛinces, and 
pꝛinces to loue their people: To thende 
p bi ſuch exãples as it was reaſop good 


people ſhould infozce them ſelues, t the

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el to withdzawe. Thus this emperoure 
adzeled his entre with his capiteines, 
tiues. And Nome apparatled theim 
with al their Senatours and people to 
receiue him. It was a huge thing to lee 
what people was at Kome to goo fozth 
to mete him, what people were with 
the emperour to enter. They that were 
at Salon, had their eies and alſo they; 
bertes at Rome: and they that were at 
Nome had theyꝛ heartes at Salon. In 
ſuche wile that their eyes daſeled with 
that thei ſaw, and their hartes aked foz 
that thet hoped to ſee. There is no grea- 
ter paine, than when t he heart is defer- 
red fro that it longeth ſoꝛe to haue.

This good kyng had 
acuſtome.that in al thinges that he had 
to do, he wola fyꝛſt aſne caunſeyli in the 
temples of the gods: He wolde begin no 
warre againſt other, noꝛ oꝛdein no new 
lam noz cuſlom in his realme, noꝛ geue 
anſwer to the embaſladours, noꝛ put no 
treſpaſlaurs to death, noꝛ ſet no trybute 
on his people:but fitit he wold go to the 
temple.⁊ make diners ſacritycea to kno 
we the wyll of the gods. And becauſe he 
wente ſo often to the oꝛacles, he was des 
maũded what anſwer the goddes made 
to him in ſecrete, ſevnge he was ſo im⸗ 
poztunate. Then he anlwered and ſapdt 
A demaunde of the gods, that they ſhuld 
not giue me ſo lyttell, that euerpe man

naunce of women, and to reſiſt againſt 
theim hath bene nede of wyſedome, pe⸗ 
rylles, monep, foꝛce, and woꝛthineſſe of 
man men. The vices in a womã is as 
a grene reede, that boweth euery wape: 
but the lybertie and dyſhoneſtie is as a 
dꝛie kixe that bꝛeketh in ſuche wyſe, that 
the moꝛe il they vtter, the moꝛe vnlikely 
is the redꝛes therof again. Behold Fan 
ſrine, there is no creature that moꝛe des 
fireth honour and wozte kepcth it, than 
a woman.

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ſpeakpnee ) vnto this houre by antycke 
wzytinge , we can rede of fewe women 
oz none, that either by wzitpng, redpng 
woꝛkyng with nedell, ſpynnynge, oꝛ by 
weaupng, baue gotten theim any mou 
renowme . But as J lap of one, J lap of 
attother.Certainelp of dpuers we rede, 
by kepinge thepm cloſe in their houſes,

The realme of Lacede⸗ 
moniens (as Plato ſaieth) was a ſeaſon 
moꝛe diſſolute by the bnthaiftines of wo 
men,tha tnfamed by the crueltie of mt: 
ſo that of all maner nacions were 
called Barbariens. Mhat tpme . 
as a mother, called philoſophie of philo⸗ 
ſophiers. Lycurge a wyſe philoſophier 
in knowlage, and a right taſte kinge to 
gouerne,partly with his doctrine right 
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p2ofitable,x partely with his pure lyfe, 
made lawes in the layd realme,wherbt 
he extirped all vices, and planted al ver 
tues. I can not teil whiche of theſe two 
were moſt happie. The kinge hauyng 
fo obedient people, oꝛ els the realme, to 
haue ſo rightefull a kyvnge. Amonge all 
other lawes, foꝛ women he made one 
greatly to be cõmended. He comannded 

hat the father that died, ſhold geue no⸗ 
thing to his doughter. And an other, 


that neither liuing no2 dying he thould 


geue any money to marye her wyth :t 
the entent that none ſhut

her riches, but al onely foꝛ her godnes, 
and not fo2 her beautie, but foꝛ hex ver 


cues. And where as nowefomebebn-

C. and. xl.as he was in Pas 
nonie nowe called Yungarte , with his 
holte, c Comode his ſonne, at a cytie cal 
led Uendebone, ſytuat vps a riuer, that 
had. liii. M. faire houſes, and he being in 
wynter, and the waters great, and very 
wete weethers, he beynge in the fyeldes 
about the. xxx.dap of Tecembze: ſodain⸗ 
ly vpon a nyght, as he wente with lan⸗ 
ternes about the campe, ther toke him a 
ſickenes oz palſeie in one of his armes, 
ſo that he coulde not welde his ſpeare, 
no2 pet dꝛawe his ſwearde, noꝛ putte on 
his owne clothes. Than this good Em⸗ 
perour charged with peares, and with 
no leſſe thoughtes, and wynter encrea⸗ 
ſyng with manp great ſnowes, and fre- 
ſpng of the earth, there fell on him anos 
ther maladie called Litarge, the whiche 
put the Barbaries in great hardineſſe, 
and his hoſt in great heulneſle, his. per⸗ 
ſon in per ill, and his freendes in great 

ſuſpect 


kered in warres, In the 


_ 
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faſpect ol his helth. There was done to 
— —— ience that could be foũde 
by medicines, as vnto great pzinces, E 
loꝛdes is accuſtomed. And all did hym 
no pꝛotyte: by reaſon the maladie was 
greuous, ⁊ the emperour charged with 
peres, and the apꝛe of the land was cons 
frarpto him, and the tyme helped hym 
nothinge: and alſo he was not well in⸗ 
tended. And as men of woꝛſhyp doe let 
moꝛe by theyꝛ honour than by their ly» 
ues, and had rather die with honoure, 
than line diſhonoꝛed, to aſſure their ho⸗ 
nour, they aduenture euerp houre their 
uues, and had leauer haue one houre of 
honour, thã a. C.peres of life : So thus 
this ſicke Emperour cauſed himſelfe to 
be boꝛne al about his campe, and went 
to ſee the ſearmiſſhes, and woulde ſlepe 
in the feldes: the whiche was not wyth⸗ 
out great perill of his life, noꝛ withoute 
great trauaile ot his perſon. Thus on a 
day the Emperour beyng in a great fe⸗ 
ner and letten bloud, hearde a great cla 
mour 02 nople in the feide, made by his 
men that had bꝛought home great qua 
titee of fozage,and their enemies ſet on 
them, to reſcue it: there was medlynge 
on both parties, the one to beare awap, 
JA: and

and the other to defende: The Romains 
fo; — 7 — what they could, to bere 

nawaye. And the Hungartens, frome 
whence it came, made reſiſtence: Thep 
medled ſo one with another, and they: 
debate was ſo cruel, that ther was ſlain 
fyue capitaines of the Komapnes, the 
woꝛſte of them was moꝛe woꝛthe, than 
all the koꝛage that they had wonne. And 
of the Bangariens were ſo many ſlain, 
that al the foꝛage that thei had loſt, was 
not fo much woꝛthe. Certapnly conſide 
ring the crueltie that — doone, 
the p2ofite that came therby, was verye 
final to the Romains, ſo that there wet 
dut a few awap with the foꝛage, and of 

the Bangartes fewer was left to make 
ence. The Emperour leyng the pll 
oꝛder, and that by the reaſon of his blod 
letting and feuer, he was not pꝛeſẽt at 
that acte, he toke ſuch a hentneſle at his 
hearte, whereby he fell into a traunce, 
thatit was thought he had bene deade: 
and ſo he laye thꝛee nyghtes and twoo 
dayes, that he coulde ſe no lights of the 
ſkie, noꝛ ſpeake to anpe perſone. The 
heate of his ſickeneſſe was greate , and 
his paines greater, he dꝛanke muche $ 
gate littell, ge coulde nat ſleepe, ps — 
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$ yeolow,and his mouthe blacke. 

es, and al⸗ 
tentimes topned his handes together: 
ſpake nothing, and ſighed many ti⸗ 
mes. His thzote was ſo dꝛy, that he cold 
not ſpitte, his eies were very {oze with 
ſobbing and weeppnge. It was greate 
compaſſion to ſee his death, and a great 
plague of his cõfuſton to hig houſe, and 
alſo the very great loſſe of his warre.
